The State expects to show, in the 
irst case, that Welch solicited and 
accepted $100 from Mrs. Helen Clav- 
ton, wife of a convict, and Mrs. Clay- 
ton will testifv that Welch agreed to 
ret her husband out of prison on a 
Bick parole, as she testified before 
the prand jury. 

The Welch case was revealed by 
the Post-Dispatch. When the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent asked Dir. 
Welch for his version of the charges 
made by Mrs. Clayton, he denied 
that he had written to her soliciting 
money, or that he ever had received 
Rny money from her. On the day 
that the exposure was published, 


Welch resigned and was indicted. 
Later in the day, he admitted to | 
other reporters that be had written | 
to Mrs. Welch for money and had} 
yeceived $100 from her. He said he | 


aid not intend to keep the money, 


but expected to turn it over to her | 
husband upon his release from pris- |

“There certainly is nv 
warrant in the law for exempting 
baseball plaverg from the draft and 
there is nothing in the regulations to 
warrant making exceptional rulings 
for men liable to service who make 
bareball their means of livelihood. It 
is absurd.
